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THE U. S. ELECTIONS. 

JIow They Are Regarded by a Resident Re- 
publican— No Slirnllieauce In Them. 

A well-known American resident, who 
has strong Republican proclivities, yes- 
terday expressed his opinions upon the 
recent election at considerable length, the 
following being the substance of the con- 
versation. J lis party predilections are 
pretty well outlined in his answers to the 
questions which were put to him. 

Does the election mean that the Demo- 
crats will control congress ? 

No, they will only control the House. 
Congress is made up of the Senate and 
the House, and, while the Democrats will 
control the House from the fourth of 
March next, for two years, the Repub- 
licans will have control of the Senate, and 
they will also have the President until 
March 3, 1893. 

Does the election indicate a return of 
the Democrats to power ? 

Xot by any means. 

What doos it mean, then >. 

It means the usual anti-administration 
kick that happens nearly always when an 
administration is half way through its first 
term. The reasons are these : The 
President holds his oilico Jour 
years, the members of the 
House hold theirs two years. The 
House elected at the same time the Presi- 
dent is, is generally of the same political 
part}' as the President. Men vote the 
principles of their patties in the presiden- 
tial years. Then the President commen- 
ces to make his appointments. He has 
over 100,000 officers to appoint, and ho 
consults senators and representatives as 
to who the lucky men shall be. There 
are from live to fifty applicants 
for every position. The persons appoint- 
ed are pleased, but the disappointed ones 
kick and sulk, and are an army of 500,000 
voters. Tht y get even with the President 
and the congressmen when tho House, 
two years later, is elected. There are 
other party dillieulties to settle, local 
lights and leader jealousies, in these o'F 
years, as they are called, and the result 
is. that the House elected in the middle 
of tho presidential term is nearly always 
against the party of the President. 
There was but one exception to this rule 
from the election of John Q. Adams in 
18. '4 to the election of Lincoln in 18t!0. 
And there has been but one exception to 
the rule from Lincoln to the present 
time. There is nothing now or striking, 
therefore, in the result of last Tuesday, 
against tho Republicans. It was simply 
carrying out the usual practice. When 
the principles of the parties are again at 
stake in tho national contest 1892 the 
situation will be reversed. 

Had the McKinlcy bill much to do in 
bringing about the result of last Tues- 
day f 

Very little. It went into effect Octo- 
ber 6th, and the Democrats misrepre- 
sented i's purpose and efloct, anil the 
Republicans had scarcely time enough to 
expose all these misrepresentations, but 
it was not a potential factor in the con- 
test. In Wisconsin, fur example, the 
public school question predominated, and 
the MoKinley hill was hardly thought of. 
In Pennsylvania, the result is a kick at. 
tha so-called bosses, and so on through 
the list of states. Local causes, mainly, 
wrought out the result. 

Will the McKinley bill bo repealed ! 

Not within several years, at least. If 
the new House, when it moot", n year 
banco, should vote to repeal or modify it, 
tho Sonata would kill the new bill ; or, if 
it passed that body, the President would 
vo-a) it. There is no way by which the 
law can be changed inside of live or six 
yoars. In tho meantime, every fallacy 
respecting it will be exposed, and the 
cjumry will, 1 think, bo so prosperous 
that a vast majority of the American peo- 
ple will bo content to let it aloiif. 
Two other causes contributed to 
tho result of last Tuesday. They 
were tho Federated Election Bill, and 
tho rulings of Speaker Heed. The Elec- 
tion Bill was formulated and considered ; 
but it was not voted upon. Timid mi I 
mistaken counsels prevailed anil it was 
put over to tho next session. There was 
a faint hope that the .South would come 
to its senses and hold honest elections, 
and ono more chance was given it ; the 
hope was delusive, tho same solid demo- 
cratic delegations have been returned, 
thus showing that tho threat of tho now 
law was resented. So, all the odium ol 
the measuro was incurred and none of its 
benefits received in return. Now, the 
bill will bo speedily passed when Con- 
gress moots. Rood's rulings, tip ugh 
they were just, and have commanded the 
respect of the best minds in all tho civi- 
lized natiom of tho world, incensed the 
Democrats, all ovor tho country to a high 
degree, because hn exposed their delin- 
quencies and defeated their unlawful 
methods, and they fought fur victory 
with unexampled vigor, uIho spending 



large sums of money. The result of last 
Tuesday did not mean a permanent re- 
versal of Republican policies.

feet long by 120 feet deep, and the privi- 
lege of building a wharf out 20 feet 
further, and which, in tho opinion of 
several influential citizens, does or should 
belong to tho city, the same as James 
Bay, more especially as the city council 
propose to apply for extension of city 
limits, which extension, I believe, in- 
cludes the whole of the bay, a portion of 
which the encroachments are going on. 
Mr. Adams has already piled out about 
80 feet be) ond high water, and ho has 
declared his intention to build out to 140 
feet beyond high water mark. 1 wonder 
what the citizens of Victoria would do if 
any person had applied fur and received 
permission to build out on tho flats 140 
feot in front of the Douglas property, 
James Hay, and erect a two hundred and 
fifty dollar grist mill and other disreputa- 
ble shanties with the old lumber and 
rubbish taken from the old Rock Bay 
bridge, which Mr. Adams intends doing. 
I rather think some action would be taken 
at once, and it would be thu same in this 
case if tho property mentioned was as 
much in the sight of the public, but being 
in a neighborhood where there is but 
little traffic at prtaent is the only reason, 
I believe, that Messrs. Adams & Porter 
are allowed to do as they are now doing.

Somo ot the Hardships of a Loco- 
motive Fireman's Life.

.... Lot Is Nj>t as Easy ns Many Bellevo— 
The Amount of Fuel Required to Keep 
•in Iron Horse (iolng — Coal Must 
Uo .supplied Very Curorully. 

"If people only knew the hardships 
<>f :i uroman's life," said one of tlielouul 
leaders of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firomon to a Chicago Evening Post 
reportor, '•they would not be so apt t<> 
wonder that the men want tostrilcoonce 
in awhile to bettor their circumstances. 
Their lot at the best is a hard one. and 
the pay is poor when the skill required 
to bo :v firemen, the severity of the work 
and oho constant strain to which the 
men are subjected are taken into ac- 
count. Many people, probably a major- 
ity, consider that tho fireman's work is 
not skilled labor, but this opinion 
arises from ignorance of tiie require- 
ments of the calling. An unskilled 
fireman could no more lire a locomotive 
on the road so as to keep up steam 
steadily and ( liable the engineer to 
makegood time than he could build the 
locomotive. Take a green hand and put 
him on a passenger train, for instance, 
and the chances are that tho passengers 
will turn out and mob the whole train'- 
crew before the trip is half through. 
The likelihood is that tho train will 
rouio to a dead stop half a dozen times 
1 .fore the trip is ended, and while the 
train is running it will be making such 
miserable progress thai all on hoard 
will have their patience exhaust, d ami 
be driven almost to distraction over the 
way in which their valuable time 
id being -frittered away. I'lremen have 
to serve a regular apprenticeship to 
the work. They "-oner. illy b"gin as 
cleaners in the round-house, where they 
ure put to clean tho locomotives after 
they come in from a long trip. In thai 
way they get an acquaintance '.vitli the 
several parts of the engine and how and 
whore they should he oiled when run- 
ning. Their next step is on a switch en- 
gine in the yards, where thoy learn how 
to lire an engine so as to raise steam 
rapidly and keep up a constant supply 
This requires a good deal of practice. It 
is the easiest thing in the world to lire 
your engine in such a way that though 
you have a big lire in it i! will not be of 
the kind to make steam. Too rati ih coal 
is often as bad as too little. If tic lire 
is too heavy and burns too slowly, the 
inevitable consequence will be the low- 
ering of the supply of steam to such an 
extent that there will not be enough to 
keep tho train running. If any kind of 
a lire would do, the fireman's lot would 
bo an easy one. lie could then lire up. 
sit down comfortably in the cab and 
take it easy until the fire burns out. As 
it is, ho has to keep firing steadily, add- 
ing fresh fuel to tho flames at intervals 
of not moro than two minutes, so that 
while ho is on a run he hardly knows 
what it is to have aehance to straighten 
his back, lie is constantly clambering 
half-bent from tlio box to the gangway 
and from the gangway to tho box, 
manipulating a heavy seoopful of coal, 
and all this time no has not to liocp a 
lookout ahead, for it is bis duly to 
watch out for danger as much as it is 
that of the engineer. In a fifteen hours' 
trip he will often shovel as many as ten 
tons of coal. Some heavy passenger lo- 
comotives eat up about three-quarter!- 
of a ion every hour they run. 

••An ordinary lire is four or live scoop- 
fuls, and it must be put in the fin- box 
just so or tl, ere will be trouble. Tin 
lire box of a locomotive is a peculiar 
piece of workmanship and it requires to 
l<e thoroughly understood before it ran 
be fed in such a way as to keep thing-, 
running smoothly. It is from sis to leu 
feet in length, according to the si.:e of 
tin- locomotive, and four or live feel 

wide. The grate is composed ul 

able bars so placed as to provide foi 
ventilation at tin- sides and ends. II 
you have ever watched a fireman put- 
ling in coal you may have noticed thai 
he hardly ever pitches it in straighl. 
II,' turns his shovel now to this side anil 
then to that, now to this end and then 
to that, and it is only once in awhili 
that a shovelful goes straight to the 
center. The reason for thai is that In 
does not want, to nut the coal when- \\ 
will interfere with the ventilation of 
tie- grate or in such a way as will cause 
it to cake. A steady burning and ill 
tho same time roaring lire is what is re- 
quired, and overy thing depends on the 
way in which the find is fed to it. I'hi 
amount of steam required to run an 
ordinary passenger engine is L.'Jfl pound-., 
ami tho aim of the expert fireman is ti 
keep it at that figure constantly from 
tie- time In- starts out on his trip ti.l m 
is on the last milo of his run. when in 
will gradually let it full so that, whnn 
be reaches tho final stopping place, 
there v. ill be ju -i about enough lefl lo 
run tho engine to the round-house, thai 
none of it. may go to waste. That, is 
another matter tlio fireman has to look 
lo. or he will get hauled over the coals 
by his superiors. He inusl be as 
economical of fuel as possible. Tin- in- 
experienced fireman will use up far 
more fuel than bis more expert brother 
and have no better results for it. He 
must keep his lire so that all the heat 

w ill go to the Hues, and I liat no cold air 

entering tho fire-box can yet to them 
until it has been thoroughly heated and 
rendered incapable of cooling theui olf. 
Hi. lire is not tie only thing that the 
fireman has got to attend to, however. 
In the short intervals between his Ur- 
ine- up he must assist the engineer in 
keeping ihn engine thoroughly oiled. 

When there is no automatic boll he 
must keep tho bell ringing while ap- 
proaching all crossings and all sta- 
tions. "

WHERE REFORM BEGINS. 

The Times should not forget its good 
milliners. It ought to remember that 
those who dilFor with it in opinion are 
not necessarily fools or bigots. A ml if 
they should bu so unfortunate us to bo- 
long to thoso classes there is no necessity 
for its giving its opinion of them in so 
biunt a way. Civility costs nothing, find 
men who are vviso and liberal-minded 
show their superiority by the breadth of 
their views and the .soundness of their 
arguments, and not by the hard words 
they use. 

Our contemporary, wo think, be- 
trays some confusion of thought in 
its criticism of our article on tho 
Dangerous Cla3s. It evidently forgets 
what principle it lttid down and what it 
set out to prove, in trying to show its 
readers whore reform ought to begin. 
It endeavored to prove that tho two mil- 
lions of illiterates, to whom Dr. Cook 
alluded in his lecture, might safely be 
allowed to remain in their ignorance, and 
that the reform should begin with those 
who use tho illiterates to serve their own 
selfish purposes. Our reply was in effect 
that tho bettor way would bo to enlighten 
the ignorant and then the demagogues, 
having no material to work upon, would 
"Shsappoar. We reminded our contem- 
porary that this is what statesmen and 
^hibnthrotiists everywhere are trying 
To do, Tho Times with characteristic 
t vilify, says that The Coionist, by taking 
this stand, proves itself to be a fool or -\ 
bigot. If this is so the advocates of -pop- 
ular education, and those who tire <Sery- 
where laboring to enlighten and elevate 
the masses, are fools and l^got.s. The 
world, wo are pleased to say, is not of 
this opinion. 

We said, moreover, that the men who 
try to use tho illiterates are themselves 
illiterate. This our contemporary denies, 
and asks if Boss Tweed was, and if I.oss 
Duckley is, an ignorant man. We do 



not able to answer. Moreover, thou bust 
put them in prison; and because they 
could not read thou hast hanged thorn; 
when, indeed, only for that cause they 
have been most worthy to live. Thou 
dost ride on a foot-cloth, dost thou not I" 
" What of that?" 

" Marry thou oughtest not to let thy 
horse wear a cloak when honos'er men 
than thou go in their hose and doublets." 

There have been ,801116 changes 
sinco Jack Cade's time in tho demagogue; 
but they have boon superficial. He is in 
nature and character the same as over he 
was. Our contemporary contends that 
reform should begin at tho top. Moral 
reforms do not travel downwards in that 
way. Improvement begins among tho 
masses, the poor and the lowly, and 
travels upwards. That is how Christian- 
ity began, and every moral reform that 
the world has seen since has had its 
origin among tho "common people. " Puri- 
tanism did not begin at tho top of 
society, neither did tho moral revol- 
ution initiated by John Wesley 
commence among tho cultivated classes. 

The reform, which our contemporary 
speaks of and desires, will when it 
comes not begin tit the top and work 
down, it will like the other moral re- 
forms get its start from below and the 
great ones of tho earth will be tho last 
to feel its effects. The reformer is aware 
of this law of human progress, for he in- 
stinctively addresses himself to tho im- 
provement of tho masses. He takes a 
course tho very opposite of that which 
the Times recommends and believes to be 
effective,

" THE GREAT COMMERCIAL 
TIDE." 

The News-Advertiser has been con- 
verted by the fog to the belief that the 
surest and safest means of communication 
between Vancouver and Victoria is by 
way of Nauaimo. During the ten days 
or so of fog, communication between Na- 
uaimo and Vancouver has been frequent 
and regular, while that between Victoria 
and Vawmivnr l>a« been slow and 
irregular. Consequently our contempor- 
ary advocates that mails and passengers 
bo sent hereafter via Nanaimo. Tho 
News-Advertiser evidently did not even 
suspect that in condemning tho sea route 
between Victoria and Vancouver it was 
striking a deadly blow at tho importance 
of Vancouver as a commercial port — for 
the route which it, condemns is the route 
which ships must take to reach the harbor 
of Vancouver. If that routo is unaiife 
for tho steamers that ply between tho 
two cities, it is equally unsafe for all 
ships sailing from or bound to tho port of 
Vancouver. If tho pilots of the daily 
steamers, who know every turn and wind- 
ing of the channels, every island rock 
in tho strait and gulf, are not to be 
trusted to make daily trips by tho soa 
route, how are larger ocean-going ships to 
bo piloted through its intricate channels f 
Our contemporary, to be consistent, 
should advocate Victoria being made tho 
ocean terminus of the Canadian Pacific, 
and ML other transcontinental railways 
that enter the 'Province of British Colum- 
bia. That port is near the ocean, and is 
easy of access in all kinds of weather. 
The .Sound boats made regular trips 
during the time the fog lasted. Cue of 
them met witii an accident, but it was not 
in British Columbia waters ; whereas tho 
Abyss' nia found great difficulty in reach- 
ing the sea, during the thick weather, 
from Vancouver. 

Tho News-Advertiser should have been 
more careful. When trying to get a sly 
slap at Victoria, it had not discernment 
enough to see that it struck Vancouver a 



OUR NEGLECTED COAST. 

The Ottawa correspondent of tho 
Toronto Empire, writing undo.- date 
October 30th, states:— 

" In a recent letter to the Minister of 
Public Works, the president of tho Brit- 
ish Columbia Board of Trade detailed a 
number of alleged grievances under which 
the Pacilie province labored through lack 
of departmental action. One point men- 
tioned was tho continuous disregard by 
tho Marine Department of requests from 
tho board to provido lights, beacons and 
buoys on the coast* of Vancouver Island, 
particularly north of Nanaimo. When 
tho attention of Hon. Mr. Tupper was 
called to tho statement ho had the 
records of the department searched for 
the past tivo years, and not a single com- 
munication on the matter in question was 
found to have been received from tho 
British Columbia board. The only per- 
son who had nitido a suggestion bear- 
ing on the point was Mr. Gordon, M.P. 
An explanation from the British Colum- 
bia board is now in order. " 

The Empire's correspondent must have 
been misinformed or tho records of the 
Marino Department must be very care- 
lessly kept, for wo are assured that the 
Board of Trade has, both ill its reports 
ami its communications, repeatedly 
directed the attention of the Department 
to tho complete absence of lights and 
buoys on the North coast of British 
Columbia. For some hundreds of miles 
vessels arc forced to grope their way 
along the coast. In this uulighted and 
unbuoyed region are several canneries 
and logging camps. The coasting trado 
is qu'to considerable, but nothing hits 
been done by tho Government to make 
the navigation, in many places quite in- 
tricate, easier or safer. It is to bo hoped 
that now that tho Department is aware 
of how little has been done towards 
lighting and buoying so long a stretch of 
coast, thu vei'y urgent need will be 
before long suppli d. Tho Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade is at present 
absent in England. If he were here tho 
explanation, which the Empire's corres- 
pondent says is in order, would be quickly 
forthcoming.

BADLY BEATEN. 

The elefeat of the Republicans is even 
more disastrous than was nt fust reported. 
Republican papers now admitthatthere w ill 
be a Democratic majority in the next House 
of over 130.

McKiuley is now 
looked upon as an ill-used man, and as 
such i.s in a position to do the Democratic 
Party much more harm than if ho formed 
one of the minority in tho House of 
Representatives.

Its influence will, 
if the Democrats act with ordinary pru- 
dence, continue to bo felt until after the 
next Presidential election.

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DIVISIONAL COURT. 

The Dungliu Children— Arguments on the Ap- 
peal to Bestrain Tbdr Blotlier From 
Brliu-lltf T.niu Up in tlio E. 
C. Faith. 

hi the Divisional court yesterday before 
Chief Justice Sir Matthew Begbio and 
Judges McCroight and Walkom, in the 
enso of Harris v. Douglas, wore argued 
on behalf of the defendant, appeals from 
orders of the court below — the 0110 an ex 
parte order restraining tho mother from 
taking her children out of the jurisdic- 
tion of tho court, tho second upon an 
original application restraining her from 
taking those children to a Roman Catho- 
lic place of worship, or permitting them 
to bo taught in the doctrines of that 
church. 

Counsel for tho appellant detailed at 
length the facts connected with the 
Douglas children, holding that tho plain- 
tiff had boon qui'o aware of the conver- 
sion of Mrs. Douglas, and of the fact of 
her bringing up her children in the 
Roman Catholic faith. It was manifest, 
it was contended, that any interference 
in this case on the part of tho plaintiff in 
tho court below had been only an 
afterthought, while he had been 
part y to an arrangement for the mother to 
remove to England taking her children 
with her. Legal authority and precedent 
were cited that the trustees who control- 
led the funds could compel tho appellant 
to collie back and have an understanding 
with the trustees. If it had been, or 
could be shown, that the child or children 
hud received di Unite religious convictions, 
it had been the custom of the Courts to 
decline to interfere, and the affidavits in 
this case were uncontradicted in showing 
that tho children had imbibed religious 
conviction. Tho father bad absolute 
control over the religious training of his 
children, supposing that they had been 
trained contrary to his wishes ; but here 
the plaintiff was the testamentary guard- 
ian and not t ho father. Besides, 
the fact of the guardian having 
allowed three and a half years to 
elapse without interfering showed the 
guardians acquiescence in what was being 
done while Mrs. Douglas had since her 
husband's death visited Victoria without 
being interfered with. English and 
Irish legal authorities and judgments 
were o ted to show that in cases of ac- 
quiescence on tho part of trustees, es- 
pecially when minor children had obtain- 
ed definite convictions, the court had 
declined to set, inasmuch as it was held 
by them to be destructive of tho faith 
ami morals of the children concerned. 
The mother had made no secret of her 
own conversion or of the manner in 
which she was bringing up her children, 
and one of the boys had taken his tiret 
communion. The mother, it was pointed 
i ut at the present timo contemplated 
placing her children where they could 
bo far better disciplined than hero. 
The oider of the court practically res- 
trained the mother from giving the 
boys any religious training at all. 

< hi the other hand, counsel for tho re- 
spondents objected to the claim that the 
children having defined religious views, 
could not be interfered with inasmuch 
as, though they had been baptized into 
the Reformed Episcopal church, the 
mother had herself taken them away to 
!S,in Francisco and had there brought 
them up in the Roman faith, with which 
training, it was pretended, it was now too 
late to interfere. He repudiated the 
idea that heeause the last place of wor- 
ship Mr. Douglas had gone to was a 
Roman Catholic church in London, it was 
a fjn tha' he had become a convert to 
that faith, holding that his subsequent 
'course proved that he was not pleased 
With what he had seen, and therefore did 
not join it. Ha died in San Francisco, 
and his widow hud con inued for several 
years to bring up her children as Pro- 
testants. It was no disgraco to be a 
Roman Catholic, but sin; had re- 
moved secretly to California and 
she and her children were bap- 
tized there. There was no evidence 
that she had notified the guardian of her 
change of faith, or that he had any 
knowledge of it : but when she came 
back to this country these proceedings 
were taken. She had had no hesitation 
in changing the faith in which h ir chil- 
dren had been brought up for eight or 
nine years, and now said that it was to > 
late to change their faith. Moreover, their 
father had appointed Protestants in their 
guardians, and it was their duty to see 
that the children were brought up ac- 
cording to his faith. There bad, it was 
held, been no proof of acquiescence by 
the guardian, it not being on record that 
the mother had ever brought the children 
up here until this summer, when hIio said 
it was too late to do anything. She had 
equal authority with tho plain- 
tiff, and there was no proof 
of acquiescence on his part. The 
authorities cited on the other side wero 
held not to be at all applicable. It hav- 
ing been asked by the Court why there 
has been no affidavit to contradict Mrs. 
Douglas' statement, that Mr. Harris and 
tho other guardian knew that she and 
i he children had been baptized into the 
R iinan Catholic faith, it was held that 
i ids was an ex parte issue and the rule 
was that the parties must stand or fall by 
tho evidence before the judge in tho lirst 
case. Moreover, Mr. Harris was at pro- 
sent out of tho country, and it had, there- 
fore, been impossible to. produce a coun- 
ter athavit. It having boen stated that 
the. pecuniary benefits to tho children- - 
which ought to weigh for something in 
cases of this kind — would bo greater for 
tho chi d en if they remained under tho 
direction of the plaintiff ra* her than of 
t heir mother, theCourt enquired whether 
it was to bo supposed that 
money weighed more heavily than 
religion, and council went on to say that 
it would be manifest to any one that had 
the father foreseen what had taken place 
he would have appointed other guardians. 
It was urged that tho additional $1,000 
granted on behalf of the children to Mrs. 
Douglas had come out of the estate of 
Lady Douglas, and did not come 
through tho guardian. It was given 
• by Lady Douglas to Dr. Hulmekoii for 
them. The point was again emphasized 
that it was tho duty of the guardian to 
bring up tho children in the faith of their 
father; instead of which Mis. Douglas 
had gone to San Francisco, bad embraced 
the Roman Catholic faith, had kept the 
children for three years out of the juris- 
diction of this court, and now said that 
the other guardian had been guilty of 
luKiiliiSS and breach of trust. Yet she

The 
tones of their voices and their general 
manlier of expressing themselves, the 
ability of the one to walk while the 
other seems able only to kick ami wrig- 
gle, easily mark the essential distinc- 
tion between them. There are doubt-

A BIG CONFLAGRATION. 



The BiBiues 3 Portion of Truekee. 
California, Burned Daring a 
Snow Storm. 



The Fire Started by [ncemliaries- 
The Work of Rebnildiiiff at 
Once Conimeiiced. 



TllUCKEK, Cnl., Nov. (!.- A most disas- 
trous tire broke out here, shortly after mid- 
night, anil, us the wind was blowing a hurri- 
cane, the flames were soon beyond control. 
The lire was started in the rear of Stall's 
brewery by an incendiary. The man was 
seen running away from the place soon after 
the llanics broke out. 

The brewery and half a dozen other build- 
ings were soon burning, and tho lire was 
momentarily expected to reach the roofs and 
porches of other houses a block distant. 
Citizens fought the flames with great deter- 
mination, and the lire train arrived from 
Summit and gave assistance, but the etlbrts 
were of no avail. 

Mast Main street was soon in ashes, and 
all frame buildings on Front street were 
burning. Nearly forty buildings, including 
the entire business portion of the town, hail 
been destroyed by "_' o'clock lliis morning, 
and the residence portion also seemed 
doomed. A light snow was falling, but it 
had no effect on the II imcs. The wind 
shifted about ,'! o'clock, and the lire, which 
threatened to completely wipe out the 
town, seemed to be under control. All 
buildings east of Hind's hall will probably 
be saved. 

Finally the shifting of the wind drove the 
lUunes back upon the burning portion of the 
town and gave the citizens an opportunity 
to put out the lire at the skating rink, the 
Sherrett house, Harrison ,t Stevenson's 
brick house cheeking further progross. S. 
McPhetrcs assumed the leadership of the 
citizens, and lo their heroic efforts the sav- 
ing of the entire town is conceded. 

AH the buildings are a total loss as far 
cast as the Odd Fellows' hall on Front street 
and Andrew Johnson's resilience on east 
Main street. Three lire trains helped to 
iiuelch the conflagration. Many suffered 
great loss from breakage in removing goods 
and from wafer. The place is literally 
covered with furniture and goods. The the 
is still burning in Hind's building, and the 
roof of Lewison , l c Williams' and the 
Truekee I. umber company, but no further 
dit mage is anticipated. 

The lumber for rebuilding the burnt dis- 
trict began to arrive on the ground at day- 
light, and as soon as the fire was extin- 
guished, the work of rebuilding commenced. 
The total loss is about §1 10,000 ; insurance 
about $20,000.

Mil. KOBT. WARD EXPLAINS. 

Dirt tli' Bond of Tiad.il Address the De- 
partment V 

To tbi! Editor of Tho Rmpll'O, 

SlB, — The following appears in your is- 
sue of this morning under the heading of 
"The Budget from Ottawa": "1>. C. 
Grievances, in a recent letter to the Min- 
ister of Public Works the president of the 
British Columbia board of trade detailed a 
number of alleged grievances under which 
the Pacific province labored through lack of 
departmental action. One point mentioned 
was the continuous disregard by. the Marine 
department of requests from tho board to 
provide lights, beacons mid buoys on the 
coast of Vancouver Island, particularly 
north of Nanaimo. When the attention of 
Hon. Mr. Tupper was called to the state- 
ment, be had the records of the department 
searched for the past five years, and not a 
single communication on the matter in 
question was found to have been received 
from the British Columbia board. The only 
person who had made a suggestion hearing 
on the point was Mr. Gordon, ALP, An 
explanation from the British Columbia 
board is now in order." 

Jt is apparent from the foregoing that the 
archives of the Marine and Fisheries De- 
partment are not kept as they ought to be. 
One f^cts quite accustomed to having im- 
portant documents shelved, but it is an idle 
stateinont to assert " that' not a single com- 
munication on the matter in question was 
found to have been received from the llrit- 
ish Columbia board.'' 

For years past representations on this 
question have been made to governors-gen- 
eral and cabinet ministers on their vista to 
Victoria, and notably to the late lamented 
Hon. Thomas White, who, by the way, was 
accompanied by Deputy Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, Smith. The last named gen- 
tleman took the opportunity of attending 
the board's interview with Mr. White, and 
proudly related how efficiently the depart- I 
ment had lighted .mil beaconed the eastern ! 
coast of the Dominion, the system being 
described as second to none in the world. 
Ho might truthfully have added that the I 
British Columbia coast is probably the worst j 
lighted and beaconed to be found anywhere. 
During Lord Stanley's visit particular stress 
was laid upon the continuance of this utterly 
inadequate service, in view of the increasing j 
shipping, and, as in all previous representa- j 
lions, promises were made to urge the mat- 
ter upon the attention of the minister, and 
I have no doubt t bis was done in due course. I 
Assuming no communication bad been made I 
fin live years, its is alleged by the minister. . 
then it is apparent that the department is i 
quite indifferent in its attentions to the pro- j 
tcction of life and shipping upon our north- 
western sea coast. 

From my experience, however, it requires ! 
a good many representations to governmental 
departments before even reasonable " griev- j 
ances " can be redressed, another glaring in- 
stance of this having been demonstrated for 
many months past in regard to the fisheries 
regulations now operating in British Colum- 
bia, and which could be readily placed on a 
fair and equitable basis provided the minis- 
ter would only act upon a reasonable sugges- 
tion, repeatedly made, to enable him to 
acquire reliable, practical anil unbiased in- 
formation relating to this most important 
industry of the province.
